O’Connell has filed a “friendly” 
lawsuit against the commissioners 
and county auditor in an attempt to

constitutional. 
“That law was passed in 1975 and 
both the judge (District Judge Tom 
Ryan) and the district attorney were 
aware of it,” explained Hendricks, a 
McKinney lawyer. “At that time I 
agreed to hold off the effective date so 
that Mr. O’Connell could wind up his 
private practice." 
He added that he was not “picking 
on Collin County" and named several 
other counties which placed similar 
restrictions on their criminal district 
attorneys. 
The state representative pointed out 


that O’Connell currently receives a 
salary of $28,500 per year with $21,600 
of that paid by the state. In 1979, 
Hendricks said, the district attorney 
will be paid $29,400 per year with 
$27,000 coming from the state 
“It is my feeling that Mr O’Connell, 
who has three assistant district at­ 
torneys . 
three secretaries and one 
investigator, is being paid a full-time 
salary for a full-time job.” 
Rep. 
Hendricks said. 
I feel that what I did was right for 
the county." he continued “ It is a 
full-time job and the taxpayers should 
expect full-time work 
If the tax­ 
payers have the full circumstances, 
they will demand that it be done ” 
Hendricks added that he “certainly 
didn’t try to hide the passage of this 
law” and implied that O’Connell’s 
“friendly” lawsuit 
should 
instead 
have taken the form of a request for 
an Attorney General’s opinion.

An ‘Old Lady’Seeks 
A Newer Rest Home 


BOSQUE DEL APACHE, N M. (U PI) — Two years ago Ida was an orphan, 
arely 6 m onths old. she traveled BOO m iles with her foster parents across the 
plains and m ountains of the West. 
Now, though not com pletely m atu re, Ida is the “ old lady” am ong a select group 
seeking a new home. 
Ida is a whooping crane, one of only about 120 in the world. She and her peers 
are the largest birds in North A m erica and, until recently, her kind appeared 
doomed to extinction. 
Her brilliant white plum age shining in the bright sun, Ida flew into New 
Mexico s central Rio G rande Valley this fall, ending an 800-mile m igration from 
Idaho. With her cam e a new m em ber of a tiny flock of whoopers 
Ida and her com panion w ere the first of an experim ental flock of whooping 
cranes to arriv e at Bosque del Apache National Wildlife Refuge this fall 
Tom 
Sun lie ot the I S F ish and Wildlife Service said six or seven m ore whoopers are 
expected. 
I he t wo birds arrived at Bosque del Apache last weekend after m igrating from 
their nesting grounds at G rays Lake National Wildlife Refuge in Idaho The rest 
of the flock has stopped at a refuge near Monte Vista, Colo., and will continue to 
Bosque del Apache later 
I he F ish and Wildlife Service hopes to establish the W estern flock of whoopers 
to protect the bird, which stands four feet tall. The m ain flock, once num bering in 
the thousands, m igrates each year 2,450 miles from northern Canada to T exas’ 
Gulf Coast 
Idle birds in the experim ental flock were hatched from eggs taken from the 
main flock. The eggs were placed with sandhill crane foster parents at G rays 
Lake, with the hope the fledglings would adopt the m igration patterns of the 
sandhills. 
Ida first cam e to New Mexico w ith three other whoopers in 1975. The flock grew 
to six last year and wildlife officials hope it w ill increase to eight or nine this year.

“ All of the research done 
on air bags has indicated 
that they are definitely not 
as effective as shoulder and 
lap belts in preventing in­ 
juries and fatalities,” Collins 
told the Committee. “ Tests 
done by the very agency 
(DOT) that is trying to force 
air bats on the public show 
that the lap-shoulder belt 
system is 5.5 times more 
effective than air bags in

Department came in almost 
$9,000 under budget ac­ 
cording to a report given 
yesterday to 
the 
Com­ 
missioners Court. 
Sheriff Jerry Burton told 
com m issioners 
th at, 
although three categories 
overran the budget by some 
$5,000, final figuring showed 
a balance of $8,745. 
The department had been 
allotted 
$122,850 
for 
operating expenses for the 
period of Oct. 1,1976 through 
Sept. 30, 1977, but spent only 
$114,105. The salary budget 
of $343,297 was also un­ 
derspent by $7,931. 
Budgeted for food was 
$30,000 
but 
actual 
ex­ 
penditures amounted 
to 
$31,030. Jail supplies also 
totaled more than the budget 
had allowed—$7,425 instead 
of $6,000. 
The biggest discrepancy, 
the sheriff pointed out, was 
in the medical category 
where the $3,500 budgeted 
amount was overrun by 
$2,505 totaling $6,005. 
All 
the 
over-budget 
categories were areas over 
which the department had no 
control, 
Sheriff 
Burton 
noted. 
He said that the 
overrun for medical ex­ 
penses was due to the fact 
that the county holds legal 
responsibility 
for 
the 
medical problems of all jail 
inmates. 
One prisoner, who had 
been 
charged 
with 
at­ 
tempting to burn down his 


house, had been caught in 
the fire himself and required 
care in a Dallas 
burn 
treatment center, said the 
sheriff. He added that this 
prisoner had accounted for a 
large portion of the medical 
expenses. 
Coming in well under the 
sheriff’s budget were the 
categories of 
insurance 
($4,851 under due to some 
dropped coverage); fuel and 
oil ($3,526 under due to grant 
credits); 
and, automobile 
maintenance ($900 under 
also due to grant credits). 


Some $115,954 in grants 
was received by the Sheriff’s 
Department in fiscal 1977. 
More than 
$55,000 was 
granted by the federal and 
state governments for the 
county’s Major Crime Task 
Force, while over $60,000 
was given to the traffic 
division. 
Sheriff Burton also told the 
Commissioners Court that 
departm ent 
veh icle s 
traveled 630,509 miles during 
1977—more than double the 
number of miles traveled 
just two years ago. 


Because more cars are on 
patrol now, Burton ex­ 
plained, arrests and major 
offenses are down because of 
the increased visibility of 
patrol cars. 
The department made 
only 1,157 arrests this year 
compared to 2,239 arrests in 
1976. Four hundred ninety- 
four 
offenses 
were 
in­ 
vestigated in 1977 with 517 
investigated the year before. 
Only 344 of 2,239 total 


warrants were returned 
unexecuted and 4,753 civil 
papers were processed and­ 
or served. The total number 
of calls answered numbered 
2,585. 
The number of jail in­ 
mates during 1977 decreased 
from the year before. A total 
of 17,942 prisoners were held 
in the Collin County Jail in 
1977 (an average of 49 per

Goethel lists three steps 
that can be taken now to 
ensure your wishes are 
carried out at the time of 
death. 
- Retain the services of a 
trusted family lawyer or 
contact a local professional 
lawyers’ organization for the 


names of lawyers who can 
assist you in drawing up a 
will. 
Fees vary, but a basic will 
is relatively inexpensive. 
Don’t hesitate to inquire in 
advance about the lawyer’s 
fees. You’ll need a complete 
inventory of assets. Include: 
savings, stocks and bonds, 
life insurance, all property 
(home, car, furniture, etc.) 
or anything else that may be 
of value to the heirs. 
- After a review of your list 
of assets, the lawyer will 
need to know your plan for 
distribution. He should be 
shown deeds, bank books, 
stock certificates and other 
documents to best advise 
you whether a change in title 
might be prudent in order to 
save taxes.

In addition to its annual 
two week training duty, the 
unit made multiple mini­ 
deployments to develop the 
skills 
and 
techniques 
required to achieve combat 
readiness. 


generally the one situation 
which surprises freshmen.” 
she 
said. 
“ T hey're 
so 
pleased to get away from 
home — but they become 
quite surprised when they 
find they are lonely. The 
most acute time is the first 
week.” 
Ms. 
Godenne. who 
has 
published an article in which 
she outlines the hazards that 
cause 
anxiety 
and 
depression among freshmen, 
says college life is not 
hazardous to a young per­ 
son’s life. But she quickly 
adds that her statement is 
m ade with some re s e r­ 
vations. 
Students who have grown 
up in a good family en­ 
vironment rarely suffer 
from homesickness. Ms. 
Godenne explained. She said 
usually it hits students who 
have had an insecure family 
life. 
“Students never really get 
homesick if they had a good 
relationship 
with 
their 
parents. If you love your 
family — it might be sad — 
but 
there won’t 
be 
any 
anxiety. 
“ But unconsciously, a 


person who feels he isn t 
loved or feels he doesn’t 
really love his parents — 
hell get 
homesick,” Ms. 
Godenne said. 
Her 
prescription 
for 
curing homesickness is not 
to allow the student to return 
home within the first week 
“The anxiety might be so 
great, he might not want to 
come back to college,” she 
said “ We tell them it’s okay 
if they want to go home, but 
not before one week. I’ve 
never had a student go back 
home after he’s decided to 
stay.” 
Toward the end of the first 
sem ester, 
homesickness 
strikes again because the 
student is “getting tired, has 
to study and the excitement 
of college is over,” she said. 
For 
other 
students, 
anxiety builds up when they 
are 
thrown 
into 
co-educational living where 
“sex talk if not sex deeds is 
more open now than ever 
before, and thus (they) may 
feel 
forced 
into 
sexual 
relations for which they are 
not 
yet 
psychologically 
ready.” 
She said some students are 


‘'absolutely not prepared 
(for sexual experiences I and 
they get 
really scared 
T hey’re 
pushed 
into 
it 
because they want to be 
accepted.” 
“ People do m ature at 
different ages, but it is hard 
for a student to feel com­ 
fortable with the fact that he 
or she is still a ‘virgin’ when 
so many others brag of 
sexual exploits.” she said. 
But as she pointed out in 
her article. “So many kids 
brag 
about 
sexual 
ex­ 
periences because it looks 
good in our day not to be a 
‘virgin.’ Yet if one really 
looks at their histories, 
th ey’ve 
never 
had 
in­ 
tercourse” 
F in a n c ia l 
s a c r if ic e s 
placed on a family who sends 
a child to college also can 
cause anxiety. 
Ms. Godenne said parents 
should 
not 
hide 
their 
financial problem s from 
their child, but at the same 
time they should not “rub it 
in” that 
they 
are doing 


w ithout certain things for the 
sake of the child’s education. 
“ College is pretty ex­ 
pensive these days and some 
parents really do mortgage 
their homes. Some students 
will begin to feel guilty if 
they don’t do well,” she said. 
Ms 
Godenne said the 
Johns Hopkins counselors 
see about ll per cent of the 
student 
population each 
year, which she admitted is 
a very high percentage 
“ But we go after it — it's 
not that students here are 
any sicker than any place 
else This year I hope to get 
12 per cent — that’s optimal 
and equal to about the same 
percentage in the general 
population 
which 
needs 
counseling help,” she said 
Ms 
Godenne said most 
colleges’ services are very 
small and the counselors 
“are not as keen to see 
trivial things.” 
“We really work hard at 
getting known to freshman 
and we get terrific results.” 
she said.
